REDONDO BEACH, Calif. (#—Henri Charpasiines 
of the. last of the world’s great chefs and the creator 
crepes suzette, died early Sunday of a heart at-

tack. 


He was 81. He had spent 71 of 
those years learning—and plying 
his profession, 


He was chef to royalty at the 
turn of the century, the dandies 
of Edwardian England, the mil- 
lionaires of America’s flourishing 
1920s, and ended his days serving 
sumptuous meals in a tiny cottage 
t@ a clientele which included the 
rich and famous of Hollywood. 


““T made four million dollars in 
my lifetime, " Charpentier said 
once. ‘‘And I lost it all.”’ 


He was already famous as the 
century changed. Among those he 
cooked for were Queen Victoria, 
King Edward VII of England, 
King Leopold of Belgium, actress 
Sarah Bernhardt, John D. Rocke- 
feller Sr., Diamond Jim Brady, 
Lillian Russell, and Theodore 
Roosevelt. 


STARTED WITH $10 


“IT came to Redondo Beach 15 
years ago, with $10 im my pock- 

’ he said not long ago. ‘‘But I 
have built up enough business to 
keep going.” 


He operated one of the world’s 
most unusual restaurants in his 
home at this seaside suburb. 
Film stars, gourmets from all 
over the world+and his Redondo 
Beach neighbors—had to place 
reservations four years in ad- 
vance to get served. 


The dining room held 12, some- 
times 16 people. The dinners took 
all day to prepare and four hours 
to consume, and cost $8. While 
the guests dined, Charpentier usu- 
ally sat in a rocking chair nearby, 
regaling them with reminiscenses 
of an age the world will never 
see again. 


He used to tell how, when he 
was a boy, England's Queen Vic- 
toria used to ask for him when 
she visited the French Riviera 
restaurant where he apprenticed. 


‘I had the honor,’’ he said, ‘‘of 
putting the ottoman under her 
feet.”’ 


Charpentier, ‘ born in Nice, 
France, wag a cousin of the 
famed chef, Escoffier, and also 
his student. 


EARLY CAFE FAILS 


In his’ career, Charpentier 
worked in almost all the great 
restaurants of Paris, and later 
went to London's Savoy Hotel. He 
came to the United States 56 
years ago and opened a restau- 
rant on Long Island, but eventual- 
ly it failed. 


A heart attack several years 
ago slowed the old gentleman, 
and in recent years he only su- 
pervised the cooking at his res-

Dowling, who is spending the 
Christmas holidays in Berlin, sent 
the note in his capacity as chief 
of the U.S. Mission here. 


In making the protest to Per- 
vukhin, Dowling exercised the 
function of a former Allied high 
commissioner of Germany com- 
municating to his Soviet counter- 
part. The two ambassadors have 
exchanged notes in the past and 
Dowling called on’ Pervukhin once 
at the Soviet Embassy in East 
Berlin.

The emperor Octavius, upon ‘whom 
was conferred the title Augustus, had but 
a few years before united in himself the 
great offices of emperor, the consulate, 
the tribunate, and the headship of all im- 
portant departments, or colleges. 


* # * 


Great Rome, on her seven hills, was 
experiencing, when: the star led wise men 
to the stall in the caravanserai on the 
edge of Bethlehem, the first: years of 
peace in almost a half century. Some 400 
years before, the Gauls had defeated the 
Roman army, overrun and sackéd~ the 
city, destroying’ most of it. Octavius 
Augustus took over a shaky republic, as- 
sumed despotic control and created the 
empire. 


Before Christ was crucified the em- 
pire had begun to die. To be sure, the 
signs of it were not evident. Tiberius, 
stepson of Augustus, was an able admin- 
istrator. But there was a dark shadow 
over his mind. 

Caligula, a madman, followed him. 
The empire was dying. There were few 
visible signs. Unless, of course, one notes 
the incompetent emperors. Paganism, too, 
was dying, though none of the members 
of the young Christian churches thought 
so. Persecution of them was cruel and 
ruthless. |

Now and then there was a competent 
emperor. Vespasianus was one. He re- 
stored stability to the government and un- 
der him Jewish ‘revolt. against Rome, 
which had never ceased, at least was put 
down. Under his son Titus, the legions 
drove the remnants of the Jewish, army 
into Jerusalem, laid siege to it, and after 
one of the most desperately fought cam- 
paigns in history, took the city. The tem- 
ple was destroyed. 


The Germanic tribes still were trouble- 
some, but Vespasianus began the conquest 
of the British isles. Hadrian and Marcus 
Aurelius brought the empire back from 
disorder to strength and orderly govern- 
ment. But with the death of the latter in 
180 A.D. came the decline. 


It was almost 500 years after the birth 


of Christ in Bethlehem that the western 
half of the Roman empire was crushed. 
The eastern half lived on some years 
longer, its headquarters at Constantinople. 
That city was built by the first Christian 
emperor, Constantine, who made Chris- 
tianity the state religion. 


For more than a century the empire 
had depended largely on foreign mer- 
cenaries. But as the years wore on they 
lost vitality and will. 


The pressure was coming from the 
hungry, discontented tribes of Vandals— 
from North Africa. It came, too, from the 
steppes of Asia, the present Ukranian sec- 
tion of Russia, from the Germanic peoples 
in the northeast, and the Goths from be- 
yond the Danube.

It was almost 500 years after the birth 
at Bethlehem that the death agony of the 
empire ended. The historian Gibbon says 
of that fall that it was “‘the greatest, per- 
haps, and most awful scene in the history 
of mankind.” 


Now, almost 2,000 years after that 
birth in the city of Bethlehem, the United 
States is shocked and disturbed by warn- 
ings and portents from beyond the 
Danube, from North Africa, from the Pa- 
cific, from France, India, Portugal, Latin 
America. Experts in the field of missiles 
warn us of dire danger and of the need 
for vitality and tremendous response lest 
we become a second-rate power. To do 


that would be to die. 


Gibbon wrote, “I have reserved for 
the last the most portent and forcible

The United States can, and will, be- 
come strong. We have more strength now 
than the Russians. We can defeat them if 
that dread task should, God forbid, be- 
come necessary. But we can’t do it if we 
continue in folly of division and in do- 
mestic hostilities. Some will wish to do 
this. The leadership must be strong 
enough to prevent. The Chritsian ethic, 
which is at the basis of Western civiliza- 
tion, bids all of us, Christian, Jew and un- 


believer alike, to believe in the principles -

Of all the high-handed and irrespon- 
sible leaders.in Africa, few can outdo 
Ghana’s Kwame Nkrumah.

_ President Kennedy sent Clarence Ran- 
dall, a Republican and a former board 
chairman of Inland,Steel.Co., to Ghana to 
look into the request. Now the careful 
study has been completed and the United 
States has Reg rn to advance loans 
amounting to $133 million. The United 
States decided the project would produce 
general political results-to our advantage. 
The project is regarded as economically 
sound. 


Presumably, we have good reason to 
believe our investment will not wind up 
ultimately benefiting communism, de- 
spite Nkrumah’s leftist leanings. Evidently

- Many Americans oppose providing

Foreign aid catches a lot of abuse from many 
congressmen and business leaders but some facts 
brought out by U.S. News and World Report 
could put a new light on the subject. 

It seems that of the $5.2 billion in aid that 
the U.S. gave to other nations last year, $4 billion 
returned to American coffers in exchange for 
goods and raw materials. 

Seen in this perspective, foreign aid seems to 
be a subtle way of underwriting many American 
exporters by supplying other nations with the 
dollars needed to buy what we produce. 

The Kennedy administration hopes to extend 
the trend and insure that 80 per cent of all 
dollars sent abroad are eventually spent to 
buy American goods. Underdeveloped nations 
receiving aid are forbidden from giving their 
business to Western European nations or other 
prospering areas.

Planners 
Check on 
Drainage 


The fact that water must run 
down hill is often a tear-provok- 
ing truth to city planners. 


In Atlanta, this truth is twice 
as hard to take, for the city is 
perched on the crest of a ridge 
dividing drainage waters between 
the Atlantic Ocean and the Gulf 
of Mexico. 


Glenn E. Bennett, executive di- 
rector of the Atlanta Region 
Metropolitan Planning Commis- 
sion, said his group is about to 
start a full-scale study of sewer 
and water facilities in the five- 
county region served by the com-. 
mission.

Sewer and water facilities in 
the Atlanta area are made doubly 
difficult by the split topography 
of the region. 


In fact, Bennett said Atlanta 
is one of only four major cities 
in the world located on a drain- 
age divide. The other three are 
Birmingham, England: Lvov, Po- 
land: and Johannesburg, South 
Africa. 


FOUR-COUNTY PROBLEM 


Technically, this local ridge is 
known as the Altamaha and Apa- 
lachicola Divide. It runs general- 
ly in the north-south direction 
through Gwinnett, DeKalb, Ful- 
ton and Clayton counties. 


Even small towns in the area 
straddie the ridge. These include 
Duluth, Norcross, Clarkston, De- 
catur, East Point, Hapeville, 
Mountain View, Forest Park, 
Lake City, Morrow and Jones- 
boro. 


Cosmopolitan Atlantans may 
take pride that the area is more 
than just an urban community— 
it’s the founding spot for five 
rivers. These are the Alcovy, 
Apalachee, Yellow, South and 
Flint Rivers. 


With- all this tangled topogra- 
phy, including ridges and stream 
valleys, political boundaries have 
been laid out all over the surface 
of the area with high disregard 
for the lay of the land. 


City boundaries that might look 
reasonable on a flat map can 
give planning officials mountains 
of trouble. 


PEACHTREE-NANCY 


For example, the Peachtree- 
Creek-Nancy Creek basin which 
originates at the Chattahoochee 
River, extends through Atlanta, 
through DeKalb County, and into 
parts of Gwinnett County. Some 
parts of DeKalb drain into Gwin- 
nett. Basins in Clayton drain into 
DeKalb, and arears in South Ful- 
ton County drain into Clayton. 


Street and drain officials as 
well as other planners and engi- 
neers usually agree that the one 
thing they would gladly do with- 
out is anyone else’s drainage 
problems, particularly following 
high rains. 

Yet, in this area, natural boun- 
daries ignore city and county 
boundaries, and water keeps on 
flowing down hill, giving head- 
aches to many people in the city 
and county governments. 


STUDY PROGRAM 


The study program to be under- 
taken by the Metropolitan Re 
gion Planning Commission will 
try to help work out ideas to 
allow the political subdivisions 
(there are nearly 50) within this 
area to cooperate to solve their 
water, sewerage and drainage 
problems. 


In most ‘communities, each 
county or municipality has to 
assume the responsibility of its 
own sewer and water problems, 
but here, the topsy-turvy topogra- 
phy calls for more cooperative 
measures. 


The study will be started under 
the direction of Stanley S. Kidwell 
dr., staff regional planner, under 
the direction of Thomas H. Rob-

Mrs. Franklin said she had ap- 
plied six months ago to the Chi- 
cago Housing Authority for a two- 
bedroom apartment of her own. 
When Altgeld Gardens ordered 
her to leave the apartment of her 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Ida Franklin, 
Thelma telephoned the Chicago 
Housing Authority. 


“I was told that there were no 
immediate openings,’”’ she wrote 
to the President. 

“I know this may seem trivial 
to you with the many problems 
you are being faced with today. 
But I am a mother looking out 
for the welfare of my children, 
seeing to it that they are fed, 
clothed and most of all sheltered 
from cold and extreme heat.”’ 


Mrs. Franklin’s letter was dated 
Dec. 10. A notation indicates it 
was received in the White House 
mail room, along with some 6,000 
other letters, on Dec. 12. 


On Dec. 19 a White House aide 
forwarded her letter to Robert C. 
Weaver, the U. S. Housing Ad- 
ministrator. On Dec. 20, Mrs. 
Franklin’s deadline, an aide to 
Weaver phoned C. E. Humphrey, 
deputy executive director of the 
Chicago Housing Authority. 

Humphrey promised to give 
Mrs. Franklin and her children, 
Davina, 22 months, and David 
Gregory, 6 months, priority of 
getting an apartment as vacancies 
occur, according to Weaver's of- 
fice. 

He also arranged a two-month 
extension of the deadline for her 
departure from her mother-in- 
law’s apartment. 

That same day, Weaver's office 
phoned Mrs. Franklin and told her 
what her letter had wrought. 


Was she surprised that wirting 
to the President himself had 
/ worked? 


Not a bit, she told a reporter. 
Her mother-in-law once wrote to 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and “‘she got an answer right 
away.” 

What did surprise her was get- 
ting the phone call from Wash- 
ington. “I thought they would 
write me,” she said.

Aid Blind, 
Unit Asks 


Georgians 


ATHENS—The Athens unit of 
Recording for the Blind, one of 
14 in the nation, is campaigning 
for funds. Leroy Michael, local 
retired businessman, is chairman 
of the state-wide drive. 

Throughout the year house- 
wives, retired professors, busy 
mothers with young. children, 


teered to record on tape educa- 
tional textbooks, documents and 
specialized material so sightless 
college students and adults: can 
continue their education. The 
tapes are embossed onto vinylite 
discs at national headquarters in 
New York City and mailed di- 
rectly to the blind person making 
the request. 


Four blind students are cur- 
rently enrolled at the university 
of Georgia and benefit from the 


work of the local unit. Miss Eliz- 
abeth Powell, the university's 
home study director, works close- 
ly with the Athens unit on text- 
books and manuals for blind per- 
sons enrolled in correspondence 
courses through the university. 
Sixty-five per cent of the work of 
the unit is by local request. 
13,860 PAGES 


During the past year Athens 
volunteers recorded 13,860 pages 
of material, or more than 40 300- 
page books, for blind persons in 
Alabama, California, Connecticut, 
Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, New 
York, Ohio and Texas. 


Books on records have several 
advantages over those in braille 
or those read to blind students. 
Only one blind person out of four 
can read braille, but any of them 
can “learn by ear” through the 
use of RFB ‘discs. Fifty 6inch 
discs weighing ‘a potind are re- 
quired to record the average book, 
as compared with the heavy vol- 
ume of books done in braille. 


Further, books recorded on 
discs can be played and re-played 
at the user’s desiré, as compared 
to readers who can come only at 
certain hours. Readers also 
charge by the hour, whereas there 
is no charge to the blind person 
for books recorded by RFB. All 
they have to do is make the re- 
quest and furnish a regular copy 
of the book to national headquar- 
ters. 


BABYSITTER HELPS 


Contributors to RFB include an 
11-year-old babysitter who saved 
her fees so that she might help. 
A 92-year-old widow on Social Se- 
curity sent a contribution. Con- 
gressmen, ambassadors, noted 
conductors, TV and movie person- 
alities are among supporters. But 
for its support the Athens unit 
depends entirely upon Georgians. 
This money is used for equip- 
ment (tape recorders, braillers 
for making labels) and supplies 
(office supplies, tapes, material to 
clean the tape.recorders). Cost 
of recording a textbook averages 
one cent per page.

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NEW ROADS DUE 


Mountains 
Dazzling 
In Winter 


Constitution State News Service 
CLEVELAND—It’s wintertime 


in the mountains. 


The water has started pouring 
down the steep slopes, cascading 
over the black rocks in white 
foam and heading for the reser- 
voir as power and drinking water 
for the cities. 


Wintertime in the mountains is 
a time of few tourists—at least 
those who think the only lovely 
times in the mountains are 
spring, summer and the color- 
laden fall are not there. 


But winter in the mountains has 
its own form of beauty. Cloudy 
days come and the fog and clouds 
lie close to the valleys. The sun 
rises, the fog lifts, but. the stark 
grey-black fingers of the leaf- 
less trees clutch at the clouds on 
the slopes and tops of the blue 
mountains. 


A WORLD OF GREY 
Nature is in a somber mood. 


But there is brightness, too. 
The . valleys are beginning to 
green-up with the winter wheat 
and rye and the nearly always- 
green fescue. 


And much of the hidden beauty 
of the mountains in the winter 
will soon become more easily 
seen from good, paved roads. 


SCENIC ROADS RUSHED 

Right now state Highway de- 
partment men are making soil 
tests for a scenic highway that 
will run roughly parallel to 
Duke’s Creek—just up the road a 
piece from Robertstown. Actual 
contract-letting should be some- 
time early in 1962 with road work 
close behind. 


This particular road, which Jim 
Davidson of the Cleveland Cou- 
rier has named the Richard B. 
Rugsell Scenic Highway, will 
twist its way through some of the 
most spectacular scenery in this 
country. 


The new highway will, at first. 
go to no place in particular,- but 
toward scenery. It may, in time, 
link up with the proposed Blue 
Ridge Parkway. The parkway is 
supposed to enter Georgia some- 
where west of Clayton and follow 
the ridges of the mountains all 
the way down into the state, with 
its terminus near Kennesaw Moun- 
tain at Marietta. 


But the Russell Road will run 
either through or above the gorge 
of Duke’s Creek. One of Georgia’s 
most spectacular waterfalls pours 
into this creek. Davis Creek drains 
the slopes of Adams Bald and 
Rocky Mountain, starting at Mor- 
ris Gap. 


Then Davis Creek flows east 
until it hits the Duke’s Creek 
gorge. There it flows straight 
down in a tumbling, roaring fall 
over black rock, nearly doubling 
the size of Duke’s Creek as it 
adds its water to the already 
heavy winter flow. 


Another waterfall which is at 
its best in wintertime is Annie 
Ruby Falls, just above Unicoi 
State Park. 


And it’s relatively easy to get 
to Annie Ruby. Falls. An all- 
weather road runs past the state 
park, and the pavement of the 
Chattahoochee National Forest 
folks takes over for the last few 
miles to a parking place.

Censorship in Atlanta

The prestige, judgment and 


legality of Atlanta's film censor-| “ 


ship has been attacked since its 
earliest days. So have other city 
and state censor organizations. 
Today, many lawyers believe, it 
would take a generous judgment 
indeed to call Atlanta’s censor- 
ship constitutional. 


The question is still in abeyance. 
and promises to remain so until 
forces for another attack are 
amassed. 


The Georgia Supreme Court, in 
its most recent ruling, neatly side- 
stepped the question, thus pro- 
longing existence of the present 
setup. 


At the same time, a_ recent 
decision of the U.S, Supreme Court 
recognized, under limited condi- 
tions, the legality of a local cen- 
sorship. This was a decision of 


Second of a series. 


five of the nine judges, with four 
opposed. And though the victory 
was close, it was important as 
one of the few opinions favoring | 
censorship which have been lately 
handed down. 


CALLED VIOLATIONS 


“Censorship is taken more se- 
riously in Atlanta than in many 
other places,”’ writes James Jack- 
son Kilpatrick in “‘The Smut Ped- 
dlers’’ (Doubleday, 1960). 


“Substantial parts of the city’s | 


ordinance of 1953 are now plainly 
in violation of the Constitution,”’ 
he says. 


Kilpatrick is referring to the 
U.S. Constitution. Georgia’s Con- 
stitution is even stronger in de- 
fense of free speech than the U.S. 
Constitution. 


On May 3, 1961, Judge Luther 
Alverson of the Fulton Superior 
Court ruled that Atlanta’s film 
censorship was unconstitutional. 
On Novy. 11, 1961, the Georgia Su- 
preme Court reversed the judg- 
ment, and later the Georgia Su- 
preme Court denied a review of 
the case. 

TECHNICAL REVERSAL 

The reversal by the Georgia 
Supreme Court was based on a 
technical point of legal procedure. 
The court did not concern itself 
with the constitutionality of the 
Atlanta censor law. 


Nor did it concern itself with 
Judge Alverson’s ruling that a 
film called ‘‘Never on Sunday’”’ 
was not obscene by legal defini- 


tion. 


The phrase “‘by legal definition”’ 
may be emphasized because cen- 
sorship is a subject that easily 
evokes an emotional response. 
Judge Alverson’s ruling was not 
based on the feelings of one or 
a group of people. It dealt strictly 


| with legal principles. 


This was the case of Lopert 
Pictures Corp. vs. the City of At- 
lanta, et al. 


Lopert, the plaintiff, was repre- 
sented by Maurice Maloof, of the 
law firm of Heyman, Abram, 
Young, Hicks & Maloof. The City 
of Atlanta, et. al, defendants, 
were represented by Edwin L. 
Sterne, of the City Law depart- 


| ment. 


AN INVOLVED CASE 

According to Judge Alverson’s 
office, the case was ‘“multi- 
faceted.’ It involved: 


1. The fact that the Georgia 
Constitution is even more rigid 
than the U.S. Constitution on the 
subject of free speech. The Geor- 
gia Constitution specifically pro- 
hibits prior restraint or censor- 
ship of speech: ‘‘no law shall be 
passed to curtail, or restrain, the 
liberty of speech.’’. Any person 
may speak ‘‘on all subjects,” 
though he is, of course, responsi- 
ble for the abuse of that liberty. 


Plaintiff alleged that it is this 
liberty the Atlanta censorship 


sought to curtail in the instance 
of “Never on Sunday.”
